Dr. Wm. Lyons 
A Hacks Public 
School Train ing 

Even a small amount of auth- 
oritarianism is dangerous to our 
society and the dancer increases 
in proportion to the part played by 
the authoritarianism. This point 
was stressed by Dr. William Lyons 
in Moyse Hall last night, in the 
third talk of the scries "Lectures 
on Living." presented under the 
auspices of the National Committee 
of Social Hygiene. 

Speaking on the topic of Anxiety 
and Guilt in the Modern Commun- 
ity, Dr. Lyons laid blame upon the 
public school for its treatment of 
children from seven to thirteen. 
Through fixed and arbitrary rules, 
the teaching of abstract school sub- 
jects and isolation of the pupil be- 
cause of failure to keep up to 
standard, the school was leading 
the child to believe that success 
was achieved only by becoming 
boss. Dr. Lyons explained. 
Exams Count Most 

Quoting examples of this author- 
itarianism, Dr. Lyons pointed out 
that in learning to read, the child 
is encouraged to improve his speech 
and fluency rather than to gain 
greater freedom of expression or 
communication with his society. 
Competition in school should be 
based on social goodness, he said, 
but the school indicates improve- 
ment through academic reports. 

Since the industrial revolution, 
said Dr. Lyons, society has passed 
the stage of the capitalist boss and 
is now changing to a system which 
is equally restricted and author- 
itarian without making use of ex- 
perience gained. 

The capitalist boss has given way 
lo a highly literate middle class 
which is confusing leadership with 
control, fee continued. This is ap- 
parent in the great degree of social 
unrest In industry during periods 
of expansion when too great a pre- 
mium is placed on acceptance and 
acceptability of authority.

China's "Dictator" 

In a report to the press. Vince 
Goring explained that he believed 
any action to support a war should 
be made through the United Na- 
tions. He claimed that through 
various sources he had learned 
that the regime of Chiang Kai-shek 
was a dictatorship and completely 
corrupt. He said his beliefs were 
•substantiated by the Rev. Jamea 
Endicotl of Toronto, a missionary 
recently returned from China. The 
Rev. Endicott is scheduled to speak 
at McGill tomorrow at 5 p.m., Gor- 
ing said. 

Norm. Nerenbcrg explained that 
thq cargo on board the Cliffside 
included two and a half thousand 
fon.s of .small arms ammunition for 
rifle and machine gun and also a 
complete arms factory dismantled 
for shipment. He claimed that 
these supplies were being sent by 
the Canadian government. Ncrcn- 
berg did not say against whom the 
ammunition was to be used, but 
claimed that it was bound for the 
Chinese National Government.

The Arts debaters, Gerald Bur- 
scy and John Monk, were given 
the decision yesterday, when they 
look the negative of: "Resolved 
that Labor Should Have a Direct 
Share in the Management of In- 
dustry", against Co-eds Zelda Cup- 
chik and Marilyn Robinson, in an 
intcrfaculty debate. 

The girls upheld their side of the 
resolution by saying that if labo.- 
and management worked together, 
Industry would benefit by better 
and cheaper production. The nega- 
tive Insisted that labor was un- 
qualified to make important deci- 
sions, and challenged their oppo- 
nents with: "How could labor 
benefit in any way from a share in 
management?" 

Critic Isadore Rosenfeld, past 
president of the McGill Debating 
Union, stated that this was a poor 
example of a debate, as there was 
no clash of arguments. Neither 
side defined the resolution, or even 
summarized its points. However, 
in the opinion of the judge, the ar- 
guments of the negative were more 
forceful and better authorized than 
those of their opponents, and Bur- 
scy and Monk spoke with more as- 
surance.

Duggan House Descends The Hill 
As James Returns To Old McGill

Perhaps May is the conventional 
month for moving, but the mem- 
bers of McGill's administrative 
staff are not going to let that hin- 
der their plans to start moving 
back into the renovated East Wing 
of the Arts Building on November 
8th. 

The building is not finished, but 
work on it has reached the point 
where the top floor— that is, the 
fourth floor — can and will be oc- 
cupied by the Department of Ex- 
tension Courses on the day after 
tomorrow. This floor was former- 
ly the home of the Law Faculty. 
Floor by Floor 

The process of moving from 
Duggan House into the East Wing 
will take place floor by floor, from 
the top down; a few days after oc- 
cupation of the fourth floor, the 
entire accounting staff, including 
cashiers and offices for the pay- 
ment of fees, will move onto the 
third floor. Then, toward the mid- 
dle of the month, the second floor 
will again function in its old role 
of headquarters for Principal 
James, for Mr. Dobell, the Comp- 
troller and Executive Assistant to 
the Principal, and for Mr. Bentley, 
the Bursar. Around the same time, 
the Registrar, Mr. Matthews, and 
his entire staff, will come back into 
their former position in the ground 
floor. 

Both the top and second floors 
will be directly connected with the 
main part of the Arts Building. 
This is an innovation in that until 



now the only connection was be- 
tween the second floor and th« 
main building. Another innovation 
Is the proposed classroom on th» 
top floor; this classroom, which 
will hold 200 students, has not as 
yet been aisigne'd to any particu- 
lar courses. 

Moving Procedure 

The process of changing the loca- 
tion of the Administrative Staff is 
no small feat, since it entails th* 
moving of from 75 to 100 peopU 
with all their office equipment 
Every piece of furniture must be 
marked with the number of tho 
office for which it is intended. load- 
ed into a carrier, and delivered to 
its new office in the East Wing. 
• At present, the varying degrees 
of cleanliness of the Wing floore 
serve to indicate the order in whick 
they will be ready for occupants. 
The top floor is resplendent with 
fluorescent lights, built-in steam 
radiators and clean, light walls, 
while on the other floors, although 
these improvements are also in- 
stalled, the litter of construction 
work grows more noticeable until, 
on the second and ground floors, it 
is necessary to walk carefully to 
avoid tripping over boards and 
wires. In the west wall there is a 
brick lined space which will one 
day be an elevalor shaft.

N.F.C.U.S. (pronounced Nifcus) are the 
initials of the National Federation of Canadian 
University Students. That is a big sounding title 
hut it stands for a very big thing. The National 
Federation is the one national organization which 
can speak with authority as the voice of Cana- 
dian University students. It is the one body made 
up of the students of 18 universities from Nova 
Scotia to British Columbia. Your delegates on 
your committees are the students who are work- 
ing on student affairs on the national and inter- 
national levels; who are working to draw the 
Canadian campi closer together by the inter- 
change of ideas, planning and co-operation. 

You may well ask, has this great federation 
accomplished anything? The answer is Yes — 
definitely yes. The reduced rates for students 
travelling the railways to college in the fall and 
spring and at Christmas are the results of the 
Federation's work. The athletic associations of 
all colleges, especially the smaller ones, thank the 
Federation for the very marked reduction they 
get in I he price of sports rquipment. 

Next year some of you may wish to take one 
or two of your undergraduate years N at some 



other university in Canada. If you do you will 
be glad to know that there is a system of exchange 
scholarships set up to help you do so. Before the 
war, over 500 students yearly have been known 
to avail themselves of these opportunities. This 
service begun by Nifcus, became a casualty 
during the war; however, the Federation is now 
working on its restoration and expansion. 

These are a few of the activities of the Feder- 
ation on the national scale. Last year all the 
Nifcus committees on the various campi dis- 
cussed fully the question of whether the Cana- 
dian undergraduates should ally themselves with 
the undergraduates from the other universities 
throughout the world. That is to say — Would we 
join the International Union of Students (I.U.S.)? 
This question has not been formally answered. 

The results of all our discussions will be 
placed before the delegates at our national con- 
vention this winter. Your committee, at Varsity, 
after discussing the I.U.S. constitution, made the 
general recommendation that the Federation 
should seek affiliation with the I.U.S. This was 
subject to certain recommended changes in the 
I.U.S. constitution. 

As students, we want to take our part in the 
national and international life of our times. 
Nifcus is one way in which we can make our 
voire heard. It is through your interest and sup- 
port of the National Federation of Canadian 
University Students that the voice heard will he 
a strong and intelligent one.

Quorum Conclusions

Dear Sir, 

We wish to commend Mr. Sirota 
for pointing out in Friday's Dally 
that the constitution of the Student 
Society can only be amended to 
allow for a quorum of 300 students 
if 500 students are there to approve 
this amendment. Going a step furth- 
er, if 500 students will turn out to 
approve this amendment, then it is 
obvious that 500 students can be 
counted on to turn out for other 
major issues. The conclusfon: there 
is no purpose in reducing the 
quorum. 

Three hundred students are hard- 
ly representative of student opin- 
ion as a whole. In the latest Issue 
concerning the question of cheer- 
leaderettes, of over 6,000 students 
only 300-odd turned up; and though 
the vast majority of these were In 
favour of employing cheerleade- 
rettes, it would seem that the gen- 
eral student opinion was "We don't 
care," and that this opinion was 
carried by 7,700 to 300. How feeble 
the Senate must have considered a 
note stating that 300 students out 
of 8,000 would like to have cheer 
leaderettes please. 

If we reduce our quorum to 300, 
we are admitting either that the 
issues discussed at the meetings 
are not worth discussing, or that 
very little effort has been made to 
gel the student body interested in 
the activities of the Student Soc- 
iety. In either case, reducing the 
quorum to 300 solves nothing. It is 
merely a way out. 

In addition, a small quorum 
would pave the way for last-min- 
ute pressure groups to bias the 
issue. If an item on the agenda 
cannot attract more than 800 stud- 
ents, it Is a clear sign that the 
majority of students consider It In- 
consequential, and as such does not 
warrant discussion.

Lowest Form 

By common consent, the pun, in 
this day and age, seems generally 
to be regarded as "the lowest form 
of humour." I hope however, that 
there arc those who will agree with 
me that this attitude bears some re- 
vision. The pun Is probably the 
most culturally advanced of all 
form of humour, though probably 
the most impermanent and least 
communicable. It depends for its 
effect on language and current 
usage, and will lose its meaning as 
the language changes. 

The pun is the narmless sentence 
with a leer. It is the obvious, 
straight-forward verb that sudden- 
ly blows up in your face. The dic- 
tionary states that a pun is "a 
play of words of the same sound 
but different meanings, or on dif- 
ferent meanings of the same word 
to produce an odd or ludicrous 
effect." Actually there are various 
forms: the classical pun which re- 
duces an Intelligible sentence to 
absurdity In a twist of the noun; 
the double entendre of insidious 
intent; the conundrum, which was 
in hysterical disfavour with our 
forefathers. (Why is an editor like 
a wet fish?) 

The present disparaging attitude 
did not always exist. Shakespeare 
ladled them out plentifully, and 
while his manner of usage did not 
necessarily Indicate approval, there 
Is no doubt that they were In gen- 
eral favour. Scholarly Individuals 
have Informed me that they appear 
In Greek rnmedy. A milestone In 
the scientific study of paronomasia 
wan laid aa late as the middle of 
the last century with the discovery 
by Oliver Wendell Holmes that 
"there Is no such thing as a woman 
punster." 

The Master 

All that I have said thus far is 
preamble to my poor tribute to the 
memory of that master punster. 
Thomas Hood. Though preserved 
in anthologies as a lesser Roman- 
tic poet (Fair Ines, The Bridge of 
Sighs) Hood is best known as the 
man who systematically and thor- 
oughly worked the pun to death. 

Take, for instance, the epic en- 
titled. Faithless Nelly Gray, a Pa- 
thetic Ballad: 

Ben Battle was a soldier bold, 

And used to war's alarms: 
But a cannon-ball took off his 
legs, 

So he jaid down his arms. 

Poor Ben is invalided home, and 
calls on his fiancee, Nell. She re- 
buffs him saying: "And now you 
cannot wear your ahoes upon your 
feats of arms." Ben denounces heV 
In heroic measure: 

O Nelly Gray! O, Nelly Gray! 

Is this your love so warm? 
The love that loves a scarlet 

' coat 

Should be more uniform! 

Ben finally commits suicide and 
after a dozen men sit on his corpse 
he Is buried at the crossroads with 
a stake in his inside. Another Ben 
Is captured by a press gang and 
after some years at sea he too re- 
turns to find that his sweetheart 
has proven faithless. Here there is 
an equally appropriate denuncia- 
tion: 

O Sally Brown, O Sally Brown, 
How could you serve me so? 

I've met with many a breeze 
before, 
But never such a blow: 

Then reading on his 'bacco box 
He heaved a bitter sigh, 

And then began to eye his pipe, 
And then to pipe his eye. 

Suicide is the fate of this poor 
chap as well, and the poem con- 
cludes with what is perhaps the 
most famous of punning quatrains: 

His death, which happen'd in 

his birth, 
Al fortyodd befel: 
They went and told the sexton, 

and 

The sexton toll'd the bell.

Present Views 
On A-Control 

Two ditrerent viewpoints on 
■The Control ol Atomic Encrcy" 
were aired by Liberal and L.P.P. 
Club representatives at a Political 
Science Club meetinR yesterday in 
the Union. 

Bill Ornslein, President of the 
L.P.P. Club, started the discussion 
by outlining the United States' and 
the Soviet Union's respective pro- 
posals to the United Nations. He 
»aid that the United States' plan, 
which called lor the establishment 
of an Atomic Energy Commission, 
does not stale a definite time for 
the stopping of atomic armament j 
production, and docs away with 
the unanimity provision in the 
U.N. Charter. The Soviet proposal, 
on the other hand, asked for an In- 
ternational Convention and de- 
manded the destruction of all 
atomic weapons by the end of a 
certain period of timr, while not 
infringing on the U.N. Charter. 

His party'i stand, he stated, was 
that Canada should seek a com- 
promise between the two plans but 
that it should not violate the U.N. 
Charter. 

Marcel Joyal, as President of the 
Liberal Club, then presented his 
position with regard to Atomic Con- 
trol. He said that in his opinion 
the only way to control the Atomic 
Bomb would be by the creation of 
a body which could apply retalia- 
tory measures in case of infringe- 
ment of its laws. This, he maintain- 
ed, could only he done by the adop- 
tion of a realistic approach and 
this would, therefore, entail the 
abolition of the "Big Five" veto 
power. 

He concluded by saying that he 
hoped that atomic power might 
prove to be the long range solution 
to the world's problems.
